Big-Time Gambler Moretti 
Shot To Death By "Friends' 


C L IF F S ID E P A R K , N. J., Oct. 4 
(IP) — Glib-tongued W illie Moretti, 
pal of underworld kingpins, was sil­ 
enced today by the guns of four men 
who joked with the big-time gam­ 
bler just before the triggers were 
squeezed. 
Authorities said the pudgy, bald­ 
ing chatterbox, who once boasted 
he’d never be murdered, had been 
“ taken for a ride by his friends.” 
Shot twice in the head, M oretti 
was found sprawled on a tile floor 
of a small restaurant. A waitress, 
who had gone into the kitchen just 
before the shooting, discovered the 
body beside a small, square-topped 
table. 
The four men had fled. Strewn on 
the floor were four .38 calibre shells, 
indicating an automatic pistol had 
been the death weapon.

Hurricane Veers 
From East Coast 


C A PE H A T T ER A S, N. C., Oct. 4. 
(/P)—A hurricane veered from the 
North Carolina coast t o d a y and 
churned off across open seas, en­ 
dangering ships in the path of its 
100-mile-an-hour winds. 
The storm, spawned Sunday ln 
the G u lf of Mexico and blown to 
full hurricane force In a vicious 
sweep across Florida, merely skirted 
the Carolina coast. The hurricane's 
center passed 75 miles east of this 
“ Graveyard of the Atlantic.” 
The W eather Bureau’s 4:30 p. m. 
(E S T ) advisory said the storm, cen­ 
tered about 120 miles east of Cape 
Hatteras, was expected to m o v e 
northeastward at about 10 miles an 
hour for the next 12 hours. Winds 
were described as 80 to 100 miles 
an hour within 40 miles of the cen­ 
ter and gales continued over a wide 
area ranging out ep far as 300 miles 
to the east and 200 miles to the 
north and south. 
Shipping was advised to exercise 
caution off the coast from Cape 
Hatteras to Portland, Me.

Nixon told his party chief' that 
his sponsorship of Gunderson “ cer­ 
tainly creates a bad impression,’’ 
since Gabrielson’s gas refining com­ 
pany then owed the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation $18,500,000. 
“ Act Of Im propriety” 
The implication is that “ it was 
an act of impropriety,” Nixon added, 
“if at any time Gudnerson was in 
a position to do anything for the 
company,” Carthage Hydrocol, Inc.

Matthew B. Ridgway invited the 
communists Thursday night to pick 
a site in no-man’s land for im ­ 
mediate resumption of Korean truce 
talks. 
The next move was up to the 
Reds again.

flat refusal to accept Ridgway’s of­ 
fer made a week ago to move the 
talks from Kaesong to Songhyon, 
a ruined village in no-man’s land. 
The Communist messasre, ending 
a seven-day silence by the Reds, 
again proposed the armistice dele­ 
gates return to Kaesong. 


Talks Suspended Aug. 23 


The deadlock truce talks were 
suspended by the Communist Aug.i 
23. 
Ridgway, in his brief message to j 
the Chinese and 
North 
Korean j 
commanders, reiterated that his U.j 
N. command finds Red-controlled 
Kaesong an unsuitable place for 
resuming the talks. Noting the Red 
rejection of his proposal to meet at 
Songhyon, he said, “ I propose that 
our delegations meet at a site select­ 
ed by you and acceptable to me ap­ 
proximately midway between our 
respective front lines x x.” 
Ridgway insisted that the talks 
must be conducted in “ an area 
which is not under the exclusive 
control of either side.” 
The sudden exchange of messages 
came as fierce fighting blazed along 
the Korean war front. The Eighth 
Army was pushing its “ autumn of­ 
fensive” proclaimed by Gen. James 
A. Van Fleet.

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High Relief Costs 


This is a period of high employment, yet state and 
federal relief payments still reach approximately $2,- 
000,000,000 a year. How can that be? The average tax­ 
payer can hardly be blamed for wondering whether 
the relief rolls are loaded with free riders and chisel- 
ers. or whether there is an excess of graft and ineffi­ 
ciency. 
There have been some spectacular cases publicized 
In which some relief clients were getting away with 
murder, and undoubtedly these are not the only abuses 
^th at exist. The high caseloads carried by administra­ 
t i v e employes in many states make it impassible to 
investigate 
adequately—and 
correcting 
this would 
; mean further increasing casts that are already too 
* high. 
Nevertheless there are reasons the public should 
Iknow more about that help explain why relief rolls are 
still high. (The $2,000,000,000 figure, incidentally does% 
«* not include the additional $3,000,000,000 paid out in 
t government insurance benefits.) Most of the people 
on them are people whom few employers would hire. 
Ninety per cent of those now on the relief rolls are 
85 or over, under 18, totally disabled, or blind. Some of 
£these. no doubt, are actually employable, but finding 
* jobs they can do and people who can be persuaded to 
»h ire them isn’t too easy. 
✓ 
The large number of old and young people on the 
relief rolls is something that came as a surprise to 
^nearly everybody, though part of it might have been 
^predicted. 
Z. 
Differences in states also reflect state differences 
B~ln economic development, administrative efficiency, 
and qualifications for receiving relief, all factors in 
Z costs. With a national average of 22.3 per cent of per- 
^ sons over 65 receiving relief, the figure was 72.8 per 
2 cent in Louisiana. 51.2 per cent in Oklahoma; but only 
6.1 per cent in Delaware and 5.6 per cent in New Jersey. 
The percentages for dependent children—where 
! the national average is 3.4 per cent on relief—-ranged 
*• from 8.3 per cent in Florida to 1.0 per cent In New 
Jersey. 


*As Airmen See It 


If the Army and the Navy are thinking now in 
Z terms of tactical atomic weapons, the Air Force still 
locks on the destructive power of nuclear fission as 
Z a strategic instrument. To the airman the. most ef- 
;* fective thing to do with this tremendous explosive 
* force is to turn it, by means of the airplane, against 
a hostile nation’s centers of production—and thus 
make it impassible for the enemy to keep its armed 
forces in the field. 
This conclusion is inherent in the address Just 
made at Boston by Gen. Nathan F. Twining, Air Force 
▼ice chief of staff. He said that greatly increased 
atomic bomb production foreshadows “the most revo­ 
lutionary period in the entire history of warfare.” And 
he explained that U, S. output of atomic weapons Is 
now reaching a point where this nation might be able 
to overcome any possible enemy with an aerial atomic 
blitz alone. 
General Twining also said that European atomic 
weapons can also help save allies from capture by 
enemy ground forces. 
He was discussing the point 
made by some observers that a Russian drive to the 
sea probably would succeed before it would be possible 
for atomic bombs to cripple the Soviet’s war-making 
potential. Perhaps he had some of the new tactical 
nuclear weapons in mind. But his emphasis Is reflected 
In this sentence: “An air campaign can now be as de­ 
structive as the most bitterly fought surface invasion 
and in a much shorter period of time.” 
It is natural that General Twining should reflect 
the conviction of his service that the airplane armed 
with the atomic bomb can be decisive if another war 
ghould come. Nevertheless, the development of tactical 
nuclear weapons may be the best justification for en­ 
larging the atomic program. No war has yet been won 
by an air offensive alone. 


For Girls It's Basic 


There may come a day when the female graduate 
of a standard college or university can compete evenly 
with the male when both approach a firm with, say. a 
B. S. in business administration. The man may have to 
start at the bottom of the ladder toward an executive 
post—but he starts. The girl, likely as not, gets turned 
away because they asked her if she could type and 
take shorthand, and she said she couldn’t. 
We’re not saying typing and shorthand are the 
aort of cultural or technical courses a college Is de­ 
signed to teach. But for a girl to try to enter the busi­ 
ness world ignorant of basic media of written com­ 
munication is almast like a lad joining the Navy with­ 
out being able to swim. The Navy remedies that defi­ 
ciency right away. Though the office skills are not 
m atters of life or death, they are surey among the 
primary tools a young woman needs in getting started. 
It might be passible that a stiff-necked refusal 
to include typing and shorthand has helped to keep 
some girls from going to college and for some has been 
a factor in their heading straight for business school 
upon graduation from high school.

Again the Department of Agriculture has an excess 
cotton crop to handle and a horde of disgruntled 
growlers to placate. 
Last season a short crop caused the department 
to lift all acreage production control this year. Feeling 
this action would not be encouragement enough to 
avoid a severe shortage, the department issued a call 
In January for the largest possible planting. 
Before the call went out cotton prices had risen 
from 30 cents to 45 cents a pound. Growers increased 
their cotton fields to 29.000.000 acres. In sight now is a 
harvest of 17.291,000 bales, 1,250.000 more bales than 
the department had estimated as needed. The total 
compares with 10,000.000 bales last year. 
As the result of a large excess—this year’s domestic 
consumption Is estimated at 10.000,000 bales—and a 
consequent drop in market prices, the government, 
may find itself burdened with millions of bales placed 
with it on loan at the support price of 31 cents. The 
possibility of the government having to advance $1,- 
000.000,000 on loans at $160 a bale is indicated.

Bloodless Fingers 


There’s no truth in the adage: 
cold hands, warm heart. Whenever 
the hands are cold the chances are 
th at the circulation is curtailed be­ 
cause of narrowing of the blood 
vessels. The condition is more pre­ 
valent in women than in men and 
the high strung rather than the 
placid 
are potential victims. Low 
metabolism also is associated with 
cold hands and feet, and the same 
can be said of debility. Furtherm ore, 
any one who has felt the extrem i­ 
ties of a person who has fainted or 
gone into shock will never forget 
the feel of the cold, clammy skin. 
A 
more 
distressing 
circulatory 
disturbance, 
also 
m anifested 
by 
coldness of the extrem ities, is R ay­ 
naud’s 
disease. The victim is 
so 
sensitive to cold th at the fingers 
become numb and white in chilly 
weather. The disorder usually begins 
in childhood and is brought on by 
exposure to cold air or water. The 
sufferer dreads the winter time but 
learns, as the years pass, to wear 
warmer 
clothing. 
Two 
pairs 
of 
gloves and hose will be helpful in 
preventing the m anifestations and 
long underwear is a godsend. The 
vessels also go into spasm whenever 
the individual becomes excited, em ­ 
barrassed, or angry. 
There

symptoms. In some instances, hands 
and feet are involved; in others, 
only the hands. One finger or all H> 
may be affected; now and then only 
the tips suffer. A few moments of

will 
produce 
spasm 
in 
some 
cases;

thoroughly chilled. The emotional 
stimulus alone may bring an attack 
or a combination or both may be 
needed. In some, smoking precipi­ 
tates a bout. 


T he first sign of blood vessel con­ 
striction is pallor of the skin. The 
pale area soon turns gray, as the 
sluggish blood loses more and more 
of its oxygen. Ultim ately the tips of 
the fingers become waxy white and 
numb. Before the skin resumes its 
normal color through relaxation of 
the blood vessels, it becomes red 
and tingling, resembling a sensa­ 
tion that most of us have experi­ 
enced on placing cold hands and 
feet in warm water in the winter 
time. 
In mild cases, symptoms rem ain 
stationary for years. In a recent 
survey, 40 per cent exhibited slight 


* progression, and In 12 per cent the 
phenomenon regressed or disappear­ 
ed. Thus seven out of 10 need not 
become 
too concerned 
about 
the 
condition. The remainder are not so 
fortunate. Painful ulcers arise on 
the 
fingertips 
and 
occasionally 
sm all areas of gangrene are noted. 
The tissue pulp at the end of the 
fingers wastes away and the nails 
have a tendency to turn down to 
cover the vanishing fingertips. The 
skin becomes smooth and tight. 


Many victims do well by avoiding 
cold weather and water as well as 
by wearing warm clothing. Living in 
the south helps except when the 
syndrome is precipitated by emo­ 
tional upheavals. These cases bene­ 
fit frequently by psychiatric care. 
Vasodilating 
drugs 
are 
used 
but 
they seldom are as effective as the 
operation, sympathectomy. In this 
procedure the nerves that stim ulate 
the blood vessel to contract are 
severed.

Secretary Acheson Will Stick By Truman Until Election; Oklahoma Preacher 


Inspires New Type "Combat Team"; Iowa Republicans Won't Defend Governor 


W ASHINGTON—Several times in 
the past 
12 months Secretary of 
S tate Acheson has told President 
Trum an it m ight be expedient for 
him to resign. Each time the Pres­ 
ident has vigorously objected. T o­ 
day, however, Acheson has changed 
his mind. 
He is planning to stay 
on as Secretary of State for the 
rem ainder of Trum an’s term. 
He has even talked privately to 
friends about Joining the President 
in a political cam paign—If the R e­ 
publicans nom inate T aft. 
Acheson 
says he’s ready to hit every whistle 
stop in the country to tell the voters 
what T a ft’s election would mean to 
American foreign policy—especially 
the chaos it would bring to our 
A tlantic pact defenses against com­ 
munism. 
Acheson’s more buoyant fram e of 
mind is due of course to the ava­ 
lanche of praise resulting from San 
Francisco; also the fact that the 
American public had a chance to see 
him on television and realize he was 
an adroit m aster of difficult diplo­ 
m atic parley, not a stuffed shirt. 
The 
barrage 
of 
past 
criticism , 
however, has made Acheson sensi­ 
tive, sometimes lonely. At the O tta­ 
wa Conference, someone told him 
th at while he may not be popular 
in the United States, he has 14.000.- 
000 votes in Canada—Canada hav­ 
ing a population of 14.000,000. 
“Sometimes I think.” replied the 
Secretary of State with a touch of 
sadness, “th at all my support comes 
from outside the United States.”

Bugs felt that all this was a tri­ 
bute to baseball. And t.Jie trust of 
the people in the sport.

Y et neither the Russian people 
nor the American people are doing 
the things that have to be done to 
avert an atomic w’ar. 


Congressmen React 
About the only concrete reaction 
here was among members of the 
Senate and House, who began urg­ 
ing th at our atomic program be 
stepped up with increased funds and 
that particular attention be given 
to the hydrogen bomb which, it is 
assumed, the Russians haven’t yet 
learned how to make. 
W ith billions being spent for de­ 
fense—and properly so—it might be 
thought th at the most im portant 
task that would be under way in 
government would be a program to 
reach the hearts and minds of the 
Russian people. For the atom bomb 
itself is harmless—it is the hand 
th at throws the bomb that must be 
persuaded not to throw it. 
For years now the American gov­ 
ernm ent has known that the Rus­ 
sian government does not reflect 
the wishes of the Russian people 
and th at only a process of coercion 
keeps the men in the Krem lin in 
power. 
For 
years, 
too, 
the 
world 
has 
known that war Itself never settles 
anything and that, when the armies 
cease their fighting, the problems 
of reconstruction and the economic 
chaos that has been generated are 
bigger than the problems of war it­ 
self. Armies can be vanquished but 
peoples cannot be destroyed. 
Knowing now that neither World 
W ar I nor World W ar I I settled the 
problems that had arisen among the 
rapidly growing populations of the 
various countries involved, it m ight 
be thought that the No. 1 objective 
today would be to devise ways and 
means to prevent another war. But 
the 
idea 
of reaching 
the 
hearts 
and minds of people now caught 
temporarily in the trap of Com­ 
m unist imperialism has been band- 
These Days 


ied about in the democratic coun* 
tries as if it were ju st a side issuer 
Thus the "Voice of America” has 
been relied upon to do this job. Ttie 
theory of such a “Voice’’ is good, 
but the basic concept and the ex­ 
ecution are faulty. W hat is needed 
is not more transm itters and build­ 
ings to house the “Voice of Amer­ 
ica” apparatus and personnel but 
new concepts of policy 
that a r e ^ 
tuned to the realism of the situ a-^p 
tion in which the peoples of the 
satellite countries find themselves. 


Should Be Integral Part 


Not long ago the President showed 
his awareness of the problem to the 
extent that he set up a Psycho­ 
logical W arfare Board under Gor­ 
don Gray, president of the Univer­ 
sity of North Carolina and form er­ 
ly Secretary of the Army. Mr. G ray 
is an able man, but the setup will 
never work because it is just a 
piece of 
incidental 
governmental 
machinery. Instead of a represent­ 
ative on the new board from the 
Defense Departm ent and 
another 
from the State Departmen to rec­ 
ommend and suggest programs of 
action in the psychological field, the 
board should consist of at least a 
dozen 
prominent 
Americans 
who 
are qualified by experience in these 
m atters to undertake the direction 
of this tremendously vital counter­ 
effort against an atomic war. The 
board should by statute be an in ­ 
tegral part of the National Secur­ 
ity Council. 
The American people are helpless 
to speak to the Russian people ex­ 
cept through agencies set up here 
for that purpose. B u t the agencies 
thus far set up are inadequate and 
cannot do the job th at has to be 
done. The Department of State, for 
instance, *with 
bureaucratic 
zeal 
still insists on controlling the entire 
propaganda effort. Hence, the most 
im portant counter-move that could 
be made to prevent World W ar I I I 
fails even to get started on the 
comprehensive 
basis 
that 
it 
de­ 
serves. 
There is enough ingenuity in the 
world to persuade the peoples of 
the satellite countries not to tol­ 
erate tyrannical governments, but 
evidently there isn’t enough imagin­ 
ation and boldness in the American 
government to put th at job at the 
top of the agenda today. Maybe 
another atom bomb will have to be 
exploded by Russia before there is 
a shakeup here of the complacency 
that prevails inside the government 
and before advantage will be taken 
of the many opportunities arising 
every day to reach the peoples of 
the satellite nations.

The Red Feather 


I was politely put off the air laat 
Sunday night to make room for the 
Red Feather campaign which is, in 
each locality, our most intensified 
charity drive. As silence is golden 
and charity the greatest of all vir­ 
tues, I contributed silence to charity. 


B ut when the time came that usu­ 
ally finds me prophesying, like my 
ancestors, against the evils of our 
times, I turned on the radio to listen 
to exhortation, to pleas, to orations 
and sermons on the virtues of char­ 
ity. Instead there were bits by Bing 
Crosby, 
Dinah 
Shore, Schnozzola 
Durante and others — meritorious 
bits on their own but unassociated 
with the subject. Ray Milland did 
list some of the charities and it all 
ended with a 
short and hurried 
speech by President Trum an to the 
effect that there were some things 
that the government could not do, 
whith was, for him, an enormous 
admission. 


Sometimes we ask ourselves why 
it is that Europeans and Asiatics do 
not understand us. We have spent 
billions of dollars trying to tell them 
about ourselves to little avail. But 
do we understand ourselves? 


Certainly, 
whoever arranged 
that Red Feather program does 
not understand the American 
people; he d«k*g not grasp their 
seriousness, 
t h e i r generosity, 
their essential charity and good­ 
will. Here is a people that has 
established a vast number of 
hospitals, orphanages, homes for 
the aged, schools, colleges, uni­ 
versities, every type of social 
service out of the charity of 
private individuals, without gov­ 
ernment assistance or interven­ 
tion. 


And this radio program was the 
exact place to tell that story, cog­ 
ently and dram atically. But what 
does whoever arranged it do? He 
puts together a typical benefit with 
big stars doing what they know beat 
how to do, but nary a word about 
what it means to a people to give 
charity—to run their own show as 
God gives them to see and do the 
right. 
For charity is of the same emo­ 
tional and spiritual fabric as liberty. 
Taxes are something altogether dif­ 
ferent. Taxes are enforced. They are 
taken from us. We are neither the 
judges of the amount nor of the 
time of giving. WTe are taxed for 
things that we believe in and things 
that we oppose. We are taxed for 
good management as we are taxed 
for waste and profligacy. 
Charity is voluntary and is of the 
heart. Look about your owm city and 
see the wonderful institutions that 
are the blossoms of a deep emotion, 
a memorial to a beloved father, a 
mark of love for a son shot down 
in war, an act of devotion by a 
handful of women, a cause nurtured 
with care and patience by a few de­ 
voted persons many of whom could 
hardly afford the money or time 
they gave to it. 


This is the spiritual expression 
of man in good works, in inspir­ 


ed service to his fellows. Few of 
America's magnificent charities 
or even educational Institutions 
started as big projects. Most of 
them are by-products of church 
work. Such universities as Har­ 
vard, Yale, Columbia. Princeton, 
to mention only examples, were 
founded really as church schools.

For we have virtues and we have 
a civilization and we need to speak 
of It constantly and repetitively th at 
our young people may never forget 
it.

civilization, 
charity is not only a moral obliga­ 
tion, but it is a witnessing that free 
men can perform services to m an­ 
kind which in other civilizations re­ 
main a government promise but here 
are achievements on a grand scale. 


The Community Chest is the 
joining together of men or dlf- 
fering faiths, of numerous varie­ 
ties of national and racial origin 
In to the unity of charity. It it 
proof that the American individ­ 
ual, while retaining his peculi­ 
arities, can, in freedom, unite 
with others for good purposes. 


We do not need to Justify our 
speaking of this or our asking for 
charity by the sugar coating of 
comedy or trivial jazz. It should in 
this country speak for itself In the 
dignity which charity showers on 
the giver and accepter alike.

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High Relief Costs 


This is a period of high employment, yet state and 
federal relief payments still reach approximately $2,- 
000,000,000 a year. How can that be? The average tax­ 
payer can hardly be blamed for wondering whether 
the relief rolls are loaded with free riders and chisel­ 
ers. or whether there is an excess of graft and ineffi­ 
ciency. 
There have been some spectacular cases publicized 
- in which some relief clients were getting away with 
-m urder, and undoubtedly these are not the only abuses 
.th a t exist. The high caseloads carried by adm inistra­ 
t i v e employes in many states make it impossible to 
'investigate adequately—and correcting this would 
;m ean further increasing costs that are already too 
* high. 
Nevertheless there are reasons the public should 
*know more about that help explain why relief rolls are 
atli! high. (The $2,000,000,000 figure, incidentally does, 
* not include the additional $3,000,000,000 paid out in 
* government insurance benefits.) Most of the people 
“on them are people whom few employers would hire. 
Ninety per cent of those now on the relief rolls are 
65 or over, under 18, totally disabled, or blind. Some of 
^ these, no doubt, are actually employable, but finding 
♦Jobs they can do and people who can be persuaded to 
^ hire them isn’t too easy. 
The large number of old and young people on the 
—relief rolls is something that came as a surprise to 
^nearly everybody, though part of it might have been 
2 predicted.

Differences in states also reflect state differences 
^ !n economic development, administrative efficiency, 
* and qualifications for receiving relief, all factors in 
Peosta. With a national average of 22.3 per cent of per- 
♦aons over 65 receiving relief, the figure was 72.8 per 
t cent in Louisiana, 51.2 per cent In Oklahoma; but only 
Z 6.1 per cent in Delaware and 5.6 per cent in New Jersey. 
The percentages for dependent children—where 
* the national average is 3.4 per cent on relief—ranged

• As Airmen See It 


I 
If the Army and the Navy are thinking now in 
Z terms of tactical atomic weapons, the Air Force still 
« looks on the destructive power of nuclear fission as 
T a strategic instrument. To the airman the most ef­ 
fe c tiv e thing to do with this tremendous explosive 
« force is to turn it, by means of the airplane, against 
* a hostile nation’s centers of production—and thus 
make it impossible for the enemy to keep its armed 
forces in the field. 
This conclusion is inherent in the address just 
made at Boston by Gen. Nathan F. Twining, Air Force 
. Tice chief of staff. He said that greatly increased 
atomic bomb production foreshadows “the most revo­ 
lutionary period in the entire history of warfare.’’ And 
he explained that U. S. output of atomic weapons Is 
now reaching a point where this nation might be able 
to overcome any possible enemy with an aerial atomic 
blitz alone. 
General Twining also said that European atomic 
weapons can also help save allies from capture by 
enemy ground forces. 
He was discussing the point 
made by some observers th at a Russian drive to the 
sea probably would succeed before it would be possible 
for atomic bombs to cripple the Soviet’s war-making 
potential. Perhaps he had some of the new tactical 
nuclear weapons in mind. But his emphasis is reflected 
in this sentence: “An air campaign can now be as de­ 
structive as the most bitterly fought surface invasion 
and in a much shorter period of time.” 
It is natural that General Twining should reflect 
the conviction of his service that the airplane armed 
with the atomic bomb can be decisive if another war 
•hould come. Nevertheless, the development of tactical 
nuclear weapons may be the best justification for en­ 
larging the atomic program. No war has yet been won 
by an air offensive alone. 


For Girls It's Basie 


There may come a day when the female graduate 
of a standard college or university can compete evenly 
with the male when both approach a firm with, say. a 
B. S. in business administration. The man may have to 
atart at the bottom of the ladder toward an executive 
post—but he starts. The girl, likely as not. gets turned 
away because they asked her if she could type and 
take shorthand, and she said she couldn’t. 
We’re not saying typing and shorthand are the 
tort of cultural or technical courses a college is de­ 
signed to teach. But tor a girl to try to enter the busi­ 
ness world ignorant of basic media of written com­ 
munication Is almost like a lad joining the Navy with­ 
out being able to swim. The Navy remedies that defi­ 
ciency right away. Though the office skills are not 
m atters of life or death, they are surey among the 
primary tools a young woman needs in getting started. 
It might be possible that a stiff-necked refusal 
to include typing and shorthand has helped to keep 
come girls from going to college and for some has been 
a factor in their heading straight for business school 
upon graduation from high school. 


Cotton Aplenty, But . . . 


Again the Department of Agriculture has an excess 
cotton crop to handle and a horde of disgruntled 
growers to placate. 
Last season a short crop caused the department 
to lift all acreage production control this year. Feeling 
this action would not be encouragement enough to 
•void a severe shortage, the department issued a call 
in January for the largest possible planting. 
Before the call went out cotton prices had risen 
from 30 cents to 45 cents a pound. Growers Increased 
their cotton fields to 29.000.000 acres. In sight now Is a 
harvest of 17.291,000 bales, 1.250.000 more bales than 
the department had estimated as needed. The total 
compares with 10.000.000 bales last year. 
As the result of a large excess—this year’s domestic 
consumption Is estimated at 10,000,000 bales—and • 
consequent drop in market prices, the government 
may find itself burdened with millions of bales placed 
with it on loan at the support price of 31 cents. The 
possibility of the government having to advance $lj- 
000,000,000 on loans at $160 a bale is indicated.

Bloodless Fingers 


There’s no truth in the adage: 
cold hands, warm heart. Whenever 
the hands are cold the chances are 
that the circulation is curtailed be­ 
cause of narrowing of the blood 
vessels. The condition is more pre­ 
valent in women than in men and 
the high strung rather than the 
placid are potential victims. Low 
metabolism also is associated with 
cold hands and feet, and the same 
can be said of debility. Furthermore, 
any one who has felt the extremi­ 
ties of a person who has fainted or 
gone into shock will never forget 
the feel of the cold, clammy skin. 
A 
more 
distressing 
circulatory 
disturbance, 
also 
manifested 
by 
coldness of the extremities, is Ray­ 
naud's disease. The victim is so 
sensitive to cold that the fingers 
become numb and white in chilly 
weather. The disorder usually begins 
in childhood and is brought on by 
exposure to cold air or water. The 
sufferer dreads the winter time but 
learns, as the years pass, to wear 
warmer 
clothing. 
Two 
pairs 
of 
gloves and hose will be helpful in 
preventing the manifestations and 
long underwear is a godsend. The 
vessels slso go into spasm whenever 
the individual becomes excited, em­ 
barrassed, or angry. 
There are many variations in 
symptoms. In some Instances, hands 
and feet are involved; in others, 
only the hands. One finger or all IO 
may be affected: now and then only 
the tips suffer. A few moments of 
exposure will 
produce spasm 
in 
some cases; others must become 
thoroughly chilled. The emotional 
stimulus alone may bring an attack 
or a combination or both may be 
needed. In some, smoking precipi­ 
tates a bout. 


The first sign of blood vessel con­ 
striction is pallor of the skin. The 
pale area soon turns gray, as the 
sluggish blood loses more and more 
of its oxygen. Ultimately the tips of 
the fingers become waxy white and 
numb. Before the skin resumes its 
normal color through relaxation of 
the blood vessels, it becomes red 
and tingling, resembling a sensa­ 
tion that most of us have experi­ 
enced on placing cold hands and 
feet in warm water in the winter 
time. 
In mild cases, symptoms remain 
stationary for year*. In a recent 
survey, 40 per cent exhibited slight 
* progression, and In 12 per cent the 
phenomenon regressed or disappear­ 
ed. Thus seven out of IO need not 
become too concerned about the 
condition. The remainder are not so 
fortunate. Painful ulcer* arise on 
the 
fingertips 
and 
occasionally 
small areas of gangrene are noted. 
The tissue pulp at the end of the 
fingers wastes away and the nails 
have a tendency to turn down to 
cover the vanishing fingertips The 
skin becomes smooth and tight. 


Many victims do well by avoiding 
cold weather and water as well as 
by wearing warm clothing. Living in 
the south helps except when the 
syndrome is precipitated by emo­ 
tional upheavals. These cases bene­ 
fit frequently by psychiatric care. 
Vasodilating drugs are used but 
they seldom are aa effective as the 
operation, sympathectomy. In this 
procedure the nerves that stimulate 
the blood vessel to contract are 
severed.

Secretary Acheson Will Stick By Truman Until Election; Oklahoma Preacher 


Inspires New Type "Combat Team"; Iowa Republicans Won't Defend Governor 


WASHINGTON—Several times in 
the past 12 months Secretary of 
State Acheson has told President 
Truman it might be expedient for 
him to resign. Each time the Pres­ 
ident has vigorously objected. To­ 
day, however, Acheson has changed 
his mind. He is planning to stay 
on as Secretary of State for the 
remainder of Trum an’s term. 
He has even talked privately to 
friends about Joining the President 
in a political campaign—lf the Re­ 
publicans nominate Taft. Acheson 
says he’s ready to hit every whistle 
stop in the country to tell the voters 
what Taft’s election would mean to 
American foreign policy—especially 
the chaos it would bring to our 
Atlantic pact defenses against com­ 
munism. 
Acheson’s more buoyant frame of 
mind is due of course to the ava­ 
lanche of praise resulting from San 
Francisco; also the fact that the 
American public had a chance to see 
him on television and realize he was 
an adroit master of difficult diplo­ 
matic parley, not a stuffed shirt. 
The barrage of past criticism, 
however, has made Acheron sensi­ 
tive, sometimes lonely. At the O tta­ 
wa Conference, someone told him 
that while he may not be popular 
in the United States, he has 14.000 - 
000 votes in Canada—Canada hav­ 
ing a population of 14.000.000. 
‘'Sometimes I think.’ replied the 
Secretary of State with a touch of 
sadness, “that all my support comes 
from outside the United States.” 
Servants of Brotherhood 


It isn’t always that a preacher 
sees his sermon bear immediate 


fruit. But some time ago, John L. 
Peters, a professor of religion at 
Oklahoma City University, preached 
a sermon at St. Luke’s Methodist 
Church which got the people of 
Oklahoma City so aroused that they 
are beating Congress in putting 
across one important part of U.S. 
foreign policy. 
“Before the war,” Professor Peters 
told 
his 
congregation, 
“Raga wa. 
sometimes 
called 
the 
‘Christ 
of 
Japan,’ wrote to Americans: 'Send 
us thousands of your sons as mis­ 
sionaries now or you will send us 
tens of thousands of them as soldiers 
later.’ We would not do the first. 
We were forced to do the seconal. 
“MacArthur invited the churches 
to send a thousand missionaries to 
Japan. It was an open door and a 
golden opportunity. After five years 
had passed, the Catholic church, to 
Its credit, had filled Its quota; The 
quota of the protestant churches 
was substantially unfilled. 
“Meanwhile Russia, upon the con­ 
clusion of her treaty with Red 
China, sent 45.000 ‘specialists’ into 
that country. 
“The irony Is that while the fol­ 
lowers of Christ are preaching the 
precepts of the Master, and the 
Voice of America is proclaiming our 
good intentions, the Communists 
move In among the masses who 
never saw a missionary nor heard a 
radio, and appear to be practicing 
what we preach. 
“Practice always has been more 
eloquent than preaching.” said Pro­ 
fessor Peters. "Actually. America is 
far more able and better prepared 
to do and do honestly what the 


Communists do on a more limited 
scale and for a limited time. But 
we have been shortsighted and re­ 
luctant,” 
Shortly thereafter Dr. Peters’ con­ 
gregation took him up on this. A 
group of them got together in Okla­ 
homa City and decided that with 
Congress welching on the Point 4 
program of sending "missionaries” 
to backward areas, they could lead 
Congress. 
B. C. Clark, an Oklahoma jeweler, 
got together with Elmer Hedge, a 
dry 
cleaner, 
and 
with 
Beverly 
Osborne, a restaurant man, and 
Clarence 
Stipes 
who sells 
farm 
machinery, along with Dean Mc­ 
Ghee, who is Senator Kerr’s partner 
in the oil business; and together 
with a lot of people who liked the 
sermon, they raised some money, 
consulted experts in New York, and 
incorporated World Assistance, Inc. 
Missionaries, as Peters pointed 
out, can be teachers, doctors, farm­ 
ers, builders or bridges. And this 
Oklahoma group, organized while 
Congress debated. Is now about to 
send a new kind of “combat team” 
to battle communism near Vellore 
and Madras, India.

“We’re the only people who can go 
all out on a sports event . . . I mean 
all out . . . and concentrate on only 
that sports event. 
"That’s our strength. I guess Tt 
means we can forget and relax, and 
if you can’t do those things you’re 
dead.” 
Bugs felt that all this was a tri­ 
bute to baseball. And tjje trust of 
the people in the sport, 
*T ran Into Lefty ODoul in here 
last week and he said something 
I ’ve been thinking about ever ainee. 
He said, Bugs, I ve been in baseball 
36 years, and they never told me 
anything except to go out there and 
win.* I don’t know of any other 
profession like that. I think it’s 
just about the onlv professional 
game w'here they play like school­ 
boys” 


Bugs can go back farther In years 
than Tris Speaker could in Center­ 
field real estate. But he’s not a 
fellow who can recognize merit in 
the modern ball plaver. 
"I think the best ball game ever 
plaved was played only last Sunday 
in Philadelphia when the Dodgers 
beat the Phil* in 14 to stay alive,” 
he said. “There's just never been 
one like it. for capturing the imag­ 
ination of people. Old ladies talked 
about it.” 
Bugs can be a very serious philo­ 
sopher about a bewildering variety 
of topics. He once wrote the history 
of Europe in a single sentence: 
"Europe's a place where they name 
a street after you one day and chase 
you down it the next.” 


But he can’t play the serious role 
very long at a time, though this 
doesn’t mean that when he raises 
his sights toward humor he sacri­ 
fices an ounce of significance. 
"New Yory City is something,” he 
said over a saucer of clam juice on 
the niRht the Dodgers and Giants 
were tied at a game apiece and the 
Yankees were waiting for them to 
decide who would play in the series. 
’This is the only town in history 
that ever had three teams in first 
place,” Bugs continued. "Ripley is 
dead, but he’s had a Jot of activity 
as a result of this incredible situa­ 
tion. He's now known as Revolving 
Ripley ” 
Bugs thinks it will be another 
victory for the Yanks in the series. 
“The winner of the playoff had to 
crawl Into the series on all fours.” 
he remarked. “He's got to be a 
duck on the American League pond.” 
Bugs was demoted from peanut 
selling to cartooning baseball in 
about 1910. and moved to Washing­ 
ton to ply his trade in 1912. He 
went south 
(Charlottesville. Va.) 
with the Washington ball club of 
that year as a sketch artist as­ 
signed to a then well-knowm Wash­ 
ington baseball writer. 
The writer went on 
a drunk 
shortly after arriving at the train­ 
ing camp (which was covered with 
snow), and Bugs ghosted his stories 
for nearly two weeks—always sign­ 
ing the writer’s name. 
At the end of that period the 
writer got a wire from the office. 
Bugs opened it, figuring it was an 
order for a special story, and it 
read: “Your stuff has been great. 
Hundred dollar bonus being de­ 
posited your bank account. Tell 
Baer that* if his cartoons don’t im­ 
prove we’ll have to let him go.” 
Bugs has been going ever since. 
He thinks the worst thing that can 
happen to a fellow who has to write 
a column Is to be deprived of cov­ 
ering spot news. "Once you get 
away from the news.” he said, "you 
write essays. And who wants to buy 
them?”

This incident may be said to be 
symbolic of the reaction of the 
American people—nobody in free 
America wants to be disturbed by

of 
an 
atomic war. 
If the truth were known, probably 
nobody in Russia wants to see 
atomic bombs dropped there either. 
Yet neither the Russian people 
nor the American people are doing 
the things that have to be done to 
avert an atomic war. 
Congressmen React 
About the only concrete reaction 
here was among members of the 
Senate and House, who began urg­ 
ing that our atomic program be 
stepped up with increased funds and 
that particular attention be given 
to the hydrogen bomb which, it is 
assumed, the Russians haven’t yet 
learned how to make. 
With billions being spent for de­ 
fense—and properly so—it might be 
thought th at the most important 
task that would be under way in 
government would be a program to 
reach the hearts and minds of the 
Russian people. For the atom bomb 
itself is harmless—It is the hand 
that throws the bomb that must be 
persuaded not to throw it. 
For years now the American gov­ 
ernment has known that the Rus­ 
sian government does not reflect 
the wishes of the Russian people 
and that only a process of coercion 
keeps the men in the Kremlin in 
power. 
For years, too, the world has 
known that war Itself never settles 
anything and that, when the armies 
cease their fighting, the problems 
of reconstruction and the economic 
chaos that has been generated are 
bigger than the problems of war it­ 
self. Armies can be vanquished but 
peoples cannot be destroyed. 
Knowing now that neither World 
War I nor World War II settled th* 
problems that had arisen among the 
rapidly growing populations of the 
various countries involved, it might 
be thought that the No. I objective 
today would be to devise ways and 
means to prevent another war.

Mr. Gray 
is an able man, but the setup will 
never work because it is just a 
piece of incidental governmental 
machinery. Instead of a represent­ 
ative on the new board from th# 
Defense Department and another 
from the State Departmen to rec­ 
ommend and suggest programs of 
action in the psychological field, th* 
board should consist of at least a 
dozen prominent Americans who 
are qualified by experience in thes* 
matters to undertake the direction 
of this tremendously vital counter­ 
effort against an atomic war.

The American people are helpless 
to speak to the Russian people ex­ 
cept through agencies set up her* 
for that purpose.

still insists on controlling the entir* 
propaganda effort. Hence, the most 
important counter-move that could 
be made to prevent World War III 
fails even to get started on th* 
comprehensive basis that it de­ 
serves. 
There is enough ingenuity in th* 
world to persuade the peoples of 
the satellite countries not to tol­ 
erate tyrannical governments, but 
evidently there isn’t enough imagin­ 
ation and boldness in the American 
government to put that job at th* 
top of the agenda today. Mayb* 
another atom bomb will have to b* 
exploded by Russia before there is 
a shakeup here of the complacency 
that prevails inside the government 
and before advantage will be taken 
of the many opportunities arising 
every day to reach the peoples of 
the satellite nations.

But when the time came that usu­ 
ally finds me prophesying, like my 
ancestors, against the evils of our 
times, I turned on the radio to listen 
to exhortation, to pleas, to orations 
and sermons on the virtues of char­ 
ity. Instead there were bits by Bing 
Crosby, Dinah Shore, Schnozzola 
Durante and others — meritorious 
bits on their own but unassociated 
with the subject. Ray Milland did 
list some of the charities and it all 
ended aith a short and hurried 
speech by President Truman to the 
effect that there were some things 
that the government could not do, 
whith was, for him, an enormous 
admission. 
Sometimes we ask ourselves why 
it is that Europeans and Asiatics do 
not understand us. We^ have spent 
billions of dollars trying to tell them 
about ourselves to little avail. But 
do we understand ourselves? 


Certainly, whoever arranged 
that Red Feather program does 
not understand the American 
people; he does not grasp their 
seriousness, t h e i r generosity, 
their essential charity and good­ 
will Here is a people that has 
established a vast number of 
hospitals, orphanages, homes for 
the aged, schools, colleges, uni­ 
versities, every type of social 
service out of the charity of 
private Individuals, without gov­ 
ernment assistance or interven­ 
tion. 


And this radio program was the 
exact place to tell that story, cog­ 
ently and dramatically. But what 
does whoever arranged It do? He 
puts together a typical benefit with 
big stars doing what they know beat 
how to do, but nary a word about 
what it means to a people to give 
charity—to run their own show as 
God gives them to see and do the 
right. 
For charity is of the same emo­ 
tional and spiritual fabric as liberty. 
Taxes are something altogether dif­ 
ferent. Taxes are enforced. They are 
taken from us. We are neither the 
judges of the amount nor of the 
time of giving. We are taxed for 
things that we believe in and things 
that we oppose. We are taxed for 
good management as we are taxed 
for waste and profligacy. 
Charity is voluntary and is of the 
heart. Look about your own city and 
see the wonderful Institutions that 
are the blossoms of a deep emotion, 
a memorial to a beloved father, a 
mark of love for a son shot down 
in war, an act of devotion by a 
handful of women, a cause nurtured 
with care and patience by a few de­ 
voted persons many of whom could 
hardly afford the money or time 
they gave to it. 


This is the spiritual expression 
•f man in good works, in inspir­ 


ed service to his fellows. Few et 
America’s magnificent charities 
or even educational tnstttutkmo 
started as big projects. Most et 
them are by-products of church 
work. Such universities as Har­ 
vard, Yale, Columbia, Princeton, 
to mention only examples, wet* 
founded really as church schools. 
Most of our great hospitals sod 
medical centers—certainly th* 
older ones were founded as ad­ 
juncts to churches. 


Yet, not one word was said of all 
fhis on this Red Feather program 
which used the time of the networjw 
simultaneously. In fact, nothing of 
any significance was said. The Vole* 
of America expressed itself in dog­ 
gerel and twaddle. We are silent 
about our virtues not because of 
modesty but because, taking every­ 
thing for granted, we do longer 
recognize our virtues. 
For we have virtues and are have 
* civilization and we need to speak 
of it constantly and repetitively that 
our young people may never forget 
it. In the American civilization, 
charity is not only a moral obliga­ 
tion, but it is a witnessing that free 
men can perform services to man­ 
kind which in other civilizations re­ 
main a government promise but her* 
are achievements on a grand scale. 


The Community Chest is th*

In to the unity of charity. It is 
proof that the American individ­ 
ual, while retaining his peculi­ 
arities, can, in freedom, unit* 
with others for good purpose*. 


We do not need to justify our 
speaking of this or our asking for 
charity by the sugar coating of 
comedy or trivial jazz. it should in 
this country speak for itself in th* 
dignity which charity showers on 
the giver and accepter alike.

Here Ample 
For 6 Months 


Despite the drought which has hit 
hard in Western Maryland there is 
enough water in Cumberland’s two 
lakes to last the city another six 
n onths even if 
no 
precipitation 
would fall in that period. 
This statement came yesterday 
from Qeorge M. Hitchcock, water­ 
works superintendent. 
He explained water is being kept 


from six inches to a foot below the 
spillway In Lake Gordon so that 
not a bit of the stored supply will 
be lost. This lake when full holds 
I,600,000 gallons of water. 
The level in Lake Koon is down 
eight feet. It normally holds 2.300,- 
000,000 gallons and is now short by 
780,000,000 gallons. 
“Cumberland faces no immediate 
danger of a water shortage,” Hitch­ 
cock stated, although there has been 
no rainfall except a few light show­ 
ers in the watershed since August 
I I .” 
Rainfall in Cumberland for the 
four months ending September 30 
totaled 12.48 inches as compared to 
a 13.33 normal. However, for the 
past three months the total has 
been 5.05 inches as contrasted to 
a 9.45 normal. The only reason the 
total for the four months has been 
close to normal is a fall 0 of 7.43 
inches in June. 


During such dry periods in the 
past many complaints have been 
registered in the LaVale area about 
lack of water but the area began 
receiving city water in the spring 
and not a sirfgle complaint has been 
registered with the LaVale Sanitary 
Commission this year. 
Folks in Thurmont may not water 
their lawns, the city fathers have 
decided. They say a low reservoir 
level won’t produce enough pressure. 
Two 1,000 gallon trucks are haul­ 
ing water around the clock from 
Hagerstown to farmers and resi­ 
dents of small towns in the area 
where wells are dry. 
An official of Martin Cold Stor­ 
age, which is operating the emerg­ 
ency shuttle, says he can’t remember 
when the situation has been as bad. 
He has turned down some requests 
because |he doesn't have enough 
trucks.

T hat order re­ 
quired m aintenance of the bus ser­ 
vice as a condition for discontinuing 
train service between the two points 
a t th at time. 
In their petitions the companies 
pointed out that during the first 
six months of the current year, less 
than five passengers per day were 
carried on the eight trips between 
the two towns. Most of these riders 
are local passengers. An average of 
only one passenger every two days 
uses the bus service to make a con­ 
nection with the m ainline trains at 
Hancock. 
The petitions pointed out th at the 
coat of operating the buses la 32 
cents per 
bus-mile, whereas 
the 
gross revenue from passenger, mail 
and express is only eight cents per 
bus-mile. The annual loss, the com­

That order re­ 
quired maintenance of the bus ser­ 
vice as a condition for discontinuing 
train service between the two points 
a t that time. 
In their petitions the companies 
pointed out that during the first 
six months of the current year, less 
than five passengers per day were 
carried on the eight trips between 
the two towns. Most of these riders 
are local passengers. An average of 
only one passenger every two days 
uses the bus service to make a con­ 
nection with the mainline trains at 
Hancock. 
The petitions pointed out that the 
coot of operating the buses is 32 
cents per 
bus-mile, whereas the 
gross revenue from passenger, mail 
and express is only eight cenU per 
bus-mile.

Answer: It Is essentially a form 
'of repressed exhibitionism in which 
an intense desire to attract atten­ 
tion supplies the emotional energy 
which turns into a fear that you 
will either go unnoticed or face ridi­ 
cule or disapproval.

The legend of Jack and the Bean 
stalk is no tall tale to Franklin 
Shanholtz, Meyersdale, Pa. garage- 
man. It happened to him. 
A while back, Shanholtz bought 
some bean seed* from a fellow in 
Pittsburgh, 
planted 
them — and 
wound up with a 26-foot vine and a 
16-pound bean nearly four feet long. 
To Shanholtz, who knew what he 
was doing all the time, it was no 
surprise. He knew he was dealing 
with a type of l>ean th at most farm ­ 
ers don’t know beans about. 
He tells the story this way; 
Several years ago, his Pittsburgh 
friend, whose identity he didn’t re­ 
veal. went to Egypt and came across 
some Egyptian Bean seeds which 
had been buried with a Pharaoh 
some 3,500 years ago. 
Archaeologists who opened the 
tomb found the* bean seeds were 
still in good condition, and that 
when planted they produced a weird 
sort of pod which looks like an over­ 
grown cucumber. 
The Pittsburgh m an brought a 
lot of the seeds back home with 
him, and found to his surprise th at 
they grew, even in smoky P itts­ 
burgh. 
He began selling the seeds as odd­ 
ities—at a dollar apiece. Shanholtz 
didn’t say how the bean business 
was doing, but he did say the veg­ 
etable—or whatever it is—Is deli­ 
cious. 
You can slice it up and fry it, 
stew, bake or boil it and it still 
tastes good. It grows profusely in 
just about any climate, and 
of 
course one bean is enough to feed 
an army. 
Shanholtz takes a rather serious 
view of the Egyptian Bean situation. 
In time of war — and possible 
famine, he notes—the strange plant 
could well become the source of an 
emergency food supply. Provided 
everyone likes beans.

High Relief Costs 


This is a period of high employment, yet state and 
federal relief payments still reach approximately $2,- 
000,000,000 a year. How can that be? The average tax­ 
payer can hardly be blamed for wondering whether 
the relief rolls are loaded with free riders and chisel­ 
ers, or whether there is an excess of graft and ineffi­ 
ciency. 
There have been some spectacular cases publicized 
in which some relief clients were getting away with 
murder, and undoubtedly these are not the only abuses 
that exist. The high caseloads carried by administra­ 
t iv e employes in many states make it impassible to 
investigate adequately—and correcting this would 
mean further increasing costs that are already too 
high. 
Nevertheless there are reasons the public should 
* know more about that help explain why relief rolls are 
still high. (The $2,000,000,000 figure, incidentally does% 
not include the additional $3,000,000,000 paid out in 
government insurance benefits.) Most of the people 
on them are people whom few employers would hire. 
Ninety per cent of those now on the relief rolls are 
85 or over, under 18, totally disabled, or blind. Some of 
t“these, no doubt, are actually employable, but finding 
jobs they can do and people who can be persuaded to 
J hire them isn’t too easy. 
✓ 
The large number of old and young people on the 
relief rolls is something that came as a surprise to 
^ nearly everybody, though part of it might have been 
* predicted. 
Differences in states also reflect state differences 
In economic development, administrative efficiency, 
and qualifications for receiving relief, all factors In 
r eosts. With a national average of 22.3 per cent of per­ 
sons over 65 receiving relief, the figure was 72.8 per 
cent in Louisiana, 51.2 per cent in Oklahoma; but only 
. 6.1 per cent in Delaware and 5.6 per cent in New Jersey. 
The percentages for dependent children—where 
the national average is 3.4 per cent on relief—ranged 
from 8.3 per cent in Florida to 1.0 per cent in New 
i Jersey. 


As Airmen See It 
411? 
It the Army and the Navy are thinking now in 
terms of tactical atomic weapons, the Air Force still 
looks on the destructive power of nuclear fission as 
I a strategic instrument. To the airman the most ef­ 
fective thing to do with this tremendous explosive 
force is to turn it, by means of the airplane, against 
a hostile nation’s centers of production—and thus 
make it impassible for the enemy to keep its armed 
forces In the field. 
This conclusion is Inherent in the address just 
made at Boston by Gen. Nathan F. Twining, Air Force 
vice chief of staff. He said that greatly increased 
atomic bomb production foreshadows “the most revo­ 
lutionary period in the entire history of warfare.” And 
he explained that U. S. output of atomic weapons is 
now reaching a point where this nation might be able 
to overcome any possible enemy with an aerial atomic 
blitz alone. 
General Twining also said that European atomic 
weapons can also help save allies from capture by 
enemy ground forces. 
He was discussing the point 
made by some observers that a Russian drive to the 
sea probably would succeed before it would be possible 
for atomic bombs to cripple the Soviet’s war-making 
potential. Perhaps he had some of the new tactical 
nuclear weapons in mind. But his emphasis Is reflected 
In this sentence: “An air campaign can now be as de­ 
structive as the most bitterly fought surface invasion 
and In a much shorter period of time.” 
It Is natural that General Twining should reflect 
the conviction of his service that the airplane armed 
with the atomic bomb can be decisive if another war 
should come. Nevertheless, the development of tactical 
nuclear weapons may be the best justification for en­ 
larging the atomic program. No war has yet been won 
bv an air offensive alone. 


For Girls It's Basic 
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There may come a day when the female graduate 
of a standard college or university can compete evenly 
with the male when both approach a firm with. say. a 
B S. in business administration. The man may have to 
start at the bottom of the ladder toward an executive 
post—but he starts. The girl, likely as not. gets turned 
away because they asked her if she could type and 
take shorthand, and she said she couldn’t. 
We’re not saying typing and shorthand are the 
«ort of cultural or technical courses a college Is de­ 
signed to teach. But for a girl to try to enter the busi­ 
ness world ignorant of basic media of written com­ 
munication is almost like a lad joining the Navy with­ 
out being able to swim. The Navy remedies that defi­ 
ciency right away. Though the office skills are not 
matters of life or death, they are surey among the 
primary tools a young woman needs in getting started. 
It might be passible that a stiff-necked refusal 
to include typing and shorthand has helped to keep 
some girls from going to college and for some has been 
a factor in their heading straight for business school 
upon graduation from high school. 


Cotton Aplenty, But . . . 


Again the Department of Agriculture has an excess 
cotton crop to handle and a horde of disgruntled 
growers to placate. 
Last season a short crop caused the department 
to lift all acreage production control this year. Feeling 
this action would not be encouragement enough to 
avoid a severe shortage, the department issued a call 
in January for the largest possible planting. 
Before the call went out cotton prices had risen 
from 30 cents to 45 cents a pound. Growers increased 
their cotton fields to 29,000,000 acres. In sight now is a 
harvest of 17.291.000 bales, 1,250.000 more bales than 
the department had estimated as needed. The total 
compares with 10,000,000 bales last year. 
As the result of a large excess—this year’s domestic 
consumption Is estimated at 10.000,000 bales—and a 
consequent drop in market prices, the government, 
may find itself burdened with millions of bales placed 
with It on loan at the support price of 31 cents. The 
possibility of the government having to advance $1,« 
000,000,000 on loans at $160 a bale is indicated.

Bloodless Fingers 


There’s no truth in the adage: 
cold hands, warm heart. Whenever 
the hands are cold the chances are 
that the circulation is curtailed be­ 
cause of narrowing of the blood 
vessels. The condition is more pre­ 
valent in women than in men and 
the high strung rather than the 
placid are potential victims. Low 
metabolism also is associated with 
cold hands and feet, and the same 
can be said of debility. Furthermore, 
any one who has felt the extremi­ 
ties of a person who has fainted or 
gone into shock will never forget 
the feel of the cold, clammy skin. 
A 
more 
distressing 
circulatory 
disturbance, 
also 
manifested 
by 
coldness of the extremities, is Ray­ 
naud’s disease. The victim is so 
sensitive to cold that the fingers 
become numb and white in chilly 
weather. The disorder usually begins 
in childhood and is brought on by 
exposure to cold air or water. The 
sufferer dreads the winter time but 
learns, as the years pass, to wear 
warmer 
clothing. 
Two 
pairs 
of 
gloves and hose will be helpful in 
preventing the manifestations and 
long underwear is a godsend. The 
vessels also go into spasm whenever 
the individual becomes excited, em­ 
barrassed, or angry. 
There are many variations in 
symptoms. In some instances, hands 
and feet are involved; in others, 
only the hands. One finger or all W) 
may be affected; now and then only 
the tips suffer. A few moments of 
exposure will produce spasm in 
some cases; others must become 
thoroughly chilled. The emotional 
stimulus alone may bring an attack 
or a combination or both may be 
needed. In some, smoking precipi­ 
tates a bout. 


The first sign of blood vessel con­ 
striction is pallor of the skin. The 
pale area soon turns gray, as the 
sluggish blood loses more and more 
of its oxygen. Ultimately the tips of 
the fingers become waxy white and 
numb. Before the skin resumes its 
normal color through relaxation of 
the blood vessels, it becomes red 
and tingling, resembling a sensa­ 
tion that most of us have experi­ 
enced on placing cold hands and 
feet in warm water in the winter 
time. 
In mild cases, symptoms remain 
stationary for years. In a recent 
survey, 40 per cent exhibited slight 
* progression, and in 12 per cent the 
phenomenon regressed or disappear­ 
ed. Thus seven out of IO need not 
become too concerned about the 
condition. The remainder are not so 
fortunate. Painful ulcers arise on 
the 
fingertips 
and 
occasionally 
small areas of gangrene are noted. 
The tissue pulp at the end of the 
fingers wastes away and the nails 
have a tendency to turn down to 
cover the vanishing fingertips. The 
skin becomes smooth and tight. 


Many victims do well by avoiding 
cold weather and water as well as 
by wearing warm clothing. Living in 
the south helps except when the 
syndrome is precipitated by emo­ 
tional upheavals. These cases bene­ 
fit frequently by psychiatric care. 
Vasodilating drugs are used but 
they seldom are as effective as the 
operation, sympathectomy. In this 
procedure the nerves that stimulate 
the blood vessel to contract are 
severed.

Secretary Acheson Will Stick By Truman Until Election; Oklahoma Preacher 


Inspires New Type "Combat Team"; Iowa Republicans W on't Defend Governor 


WASHINGTON—Several times in 
the past 12 months Secretary of 
State Acheson has told President 
Truman it might be expedient for 
him to resign. Each time the Pres­ 
ident has vigorously objected. To­ 
day, however, Acheson has changed 
his mind. He is planning to stay 
on as Secretary of State for the 
remainder of Truman’s term. 
He has even talked privately to 
friends about Joining the President 
in a political campaign—lf the Re­ 
publicans nominate Taft. Acheson 
says he’s ready to hit every whistle 
stop in the country to tell the voters 
what Taft’s election would mean to 
American foreign policy—especially 
the chaos it would bring to our 
Atlantic pact defenses against com­ 
munism. 
Acheson’s more buoyant frame of 
mind is due of course to the ava­ 
lanche of praise resulting from San 
Francisco; also the fact that the 
American public had a chance to see 
him on television and realize he was 
an adroit master of difficult diplo­ 
matic parley, not a stuffed shirt. 
The barrage of past criticism, 
however, has made Acheson sensi­ 
tive, sometimes lonely. At the Otta­ 
wa Conference, someone told him 
that while he may not be popular 
in the United States, he has 14,000,- 
000 votes in Canada—Canada hav­ 
ing a population of 14.000,000. 
‘•Sometimes I think,” replied the 
Secretary of State with a touch of 
sadness, “that all my support comes 
from outside the United States.” 


Servants of Brotherhood 


It isn’t always that a preacher 
sees his sermon bear immediate 


fruit. But some time ago, John L. 
Peters, a professor of religion at 
Oklahoma City University, preached 
a sermon at St. Luke's Methodist 
Church which got the people of 
Oklahoma City so aroused that they 
are beating Congress in putting 
across one important part of U.S. 
foreign policy. 
“Before the war,” Professor Peters 
told 
his 
congregation, 
“Kagawa, 
sometimes called 
the ‘Christ of 
Japan,’ wrote to Americans: ‘Send 
us thousands of your sons as mis­ 
sionaries now or you will send us 
tens of thousands of them as soldiers 
later.’ We would not do the first. 
We were forced to do the second. 
“MacArthur invited the churches 
to send a thousand missionaries to 
Japan. It was an open door and a 
golden opportunity. After five years 
had passed, the Catholic church, to 
its credit, had filled its quota; The 
quota of the protestant churches 
was substantially unfilled. 
“Meanwhile Russia, upon the con­ 
clusion of her treaty with Red 
China, sent 45,000 'specialists’ into 
that country. 
“The irony Is that while the fol­ 
lowers of Christ are preaching the 
precepts of the Master, and the 
Voice of America is proclaiming our 
good intentions, the Communists 
move In among the masses who 
never saw' a missionary nor heard a 
radio, and appear to be practicing 
what we preach. 
“Practice always has been more 
eloquent than preaching,” said Pro­ 
fessor Peters. “Actually, America is 
far more able and better prepared 
to do and do honestly what the

World Series between thp A’s and 
Giants, was saying 
seriously

game of baseball is the saving grace 
of this country. 
“It interlocks the nation, makes 
us forget the state of the world, 
our 
troubles, 
debts, 
differences,’* 
this 
remarkable 
man 
asserted. 
“We’re the only people who can go 
all out on a sports event . . . I mean 
all out . . . and concentrate on only 
that sports event. 
“That’s our strength. I guess. It 
means we can forget and relax, and 
if you can’t do those things you’re 
dead.” 
Bugs felt that all this was a tri­ 
bute to baseball. And tjie trust of 
the people In the sport. 
“I ran into Lefty O’Doul in here 
last week and he said something 
I’ve been thinking about ever since. 
He said, Bugs, I ve been in baseball 
36 years, and they never told me 
anything except to go out there and 
win.’ I don’t know of any other 
profession like that. I think it’s 
just about the only professional 
game where they play like school­ 
boys.*’ 


Bugs can go back farther In years 
than Tris Speaker could in Center­ 
field real estate. But he’s not a 
fellow who can recognize m erit in 
the modern ball player. 
“I think the best ball game ever 
played was played only last Sunday 
in Philadelphia when the Dodgers 
beat the Phils in 14 to stay alive,” 
he said. “There’s just never been 
one like it, for capturing the imag­ 
ination of people. Old ladies talked 
about it.” 
Bugs can be a very serious philo­ 
sopher about a bewildering variety 
of topics. He once wrote the history 
of Europe in a. single sentence: 
“Europe’s a place where they name 
a street after you one day and chase 
you down it the next.” 


But he can’t play the serious role 
very long at a time, though this 
doesn’t mean that when he raises 
his sights toward humor he sacri­ 
fices an ounce of significance. 
“New Yory City Is something.” he 
said over a saucer of clam juice on 
the night the Dodgers and Giants 
were tied at a game apiece and the 
Yankees were waiting for them to 
decide who would play in the series. 
“This is the only town in history 
that ever had three teams in first 
place,” Bugs continued. “Ripley is 
dead, but he’s had a lot of activity 
as a result of this incredible situa­ 
tion. He’s now known as Revolving 
Ripley.” 
Bugs thinks it will be another 
victory for the Yanks in the series, 
“The winner of the playoff had to 
crawl into the series on all fours,” 
he remarked. “He’s got to be a 
duck on the American League pond.” 
Bugs was demoted from peanut 
selling to cartooning baseball In 
about 1910. and moved to Washing­ 
ton to ply his trade in 1912. He 
went south 
(Charlottesville, Va.) 
with the Washington ball club of 
that year as a sketch artist as­ 
signed to a then well-known Wash­ 
ington baseball writer. 
The writer went on a drunk 
shortly after arriving at the train­ 
ing camp (which was covered with 
snow), and Bugs ghosted his stories 
for nearly two weeks—always sign­ 
ing the writer’s name. 
At the end of that period the 
writer got a wire from the office. 
Bugs opened it, figuring it was an 
order for a special story, and it 
read: “Your stuff has been great. 
Hundred dollar bonus being de­ 
posited your bank account. Tell 
Baer that* if his cartoons don’t im­ 
prove we’ll have to let him go.” 
Bugs has been going ever since. 
He thinks the wwst thing that can 
happen to a fellow who has to write 
a column Is to be deprived of cov­ 
ering spot news. “Once you get 
away from the news,” he said, “you 
write essays. And who wants to buy 
them?”

WASHINGTON — The reporters 
who were clustered around a tele­ 
vision set in the press room of the 
White House, watching the Dodg- 
ers-Giants baseball game, didn’t 
want to be disturbed—but a super- 
sensational 
piece 
of 
information 
was given them officially and they 
had to scamper to their telephones 
to flash the news that the Soviets 
had 
exploded 
“another 
atomic 
bomb.” 
This incident may be said to be 
symbolic of the reaction of the 
American people—nobody in free 
America wants to be disturbed by 
the 
unpleasant 
prospect 
of 
an 
atomic war. 
If the truth were known, probably 
nobody in Russia wants to see 
atomic bombs dropped there either. 
Yet neither the Russian people 
nor the American people are doing 
the things that have to be done to 
avert an atomic war. 
Congressmen React 
About the only concrete reaction 
here was among members of the 
Senate and House, who began urg­ 
ing that our atomic program be 
stepped up with increased funds and 
that particular attention be given 
to the hydrogen bomb which, it is 
assumed, the Russians haven’t yet 
learned how to make. 
With billions being spent for de­ 
fense—and properly so—it might be 
thought that the most important 
task that would be under way in 
government would be a program to 
reach the hearts and minds of the 
Russian people. For the atom bomb 
itself is harmless—It is the hand 
that throws the bomb that must be 
persuaded not to throw it. 
For years now the American gov­ 
ernment has known that the Rus­ 
sian government does not reflect 
the wishes of the Russian people 
and that only a process of coercion 
keeps the men in the Kremlin in 
power. 
For years, too, the world has 
known that war itself never settles 
anything and that, when the armies 
cease their fighting, the problems 
of reconstruction and the economic 
chaos that has been generated are 
bigger than the problems of war it­ 
self. Armies can be vanquished but 
peoples cannot be destroyed. 
Knowing now that neither World 
War I nor World War II settled th® 
problems that had arisen among the 
rapidly growing populations of the 
various countries involved, it might 
be thought that the No. I objective 
today would be to devise ways and 
means to prevent another war. But 
the Idea of reaching the hearts 
and minds of people now caught 
temporarily in the trap of Com­ 
munist imperialism has been band­ 


ied about in the democratic coun­ 
tries as if it were just a side issua 
Thus the “Voice of America” has 
been relied upon to do this job. H ie 
theory of such a “Voice” is good, 
but the basic concept and the ex­ 
ecution are faulty. "What is needed 
is not more transmitters and build­ 
ings to house the “Voice of Amer­ 
ica” apparatus and personnel but 
new concepts of policy that are 
tuned to the realism of the situ a ^p 
tion in which the peoples of the 
satellite countries find themselves. 
Should Be Integra* Fart 
Not long ago the President blowed 
his awareness of the problem to the 
extent that he set up a Psycho­ 
logical Warfare Board under Gor­ 
don Gray, president of the Univer­ 
sity of North Carolina and former­ 
ly Secretary of the Army. Mr. Gray 
is an able man, but the setup will 
never work because it is just a 
piece of incidental governmental 
machinery. Instead of a represent­ 
ative on the new board from the 
Defense Department and another 
from the State Departmen to rec­ 
ommend and suggest programs of 
action in the psychological field, the 
board should consist of at least a 
dozen prominent Americans who 
are qualified by experience in these 
matters to undertake the direction 
of this tremendously vital counter­ 
effort against an atomic war. The 
board should by statute be an in­ 
tegral part of the National Secur­ 
ity Council. 
The American people are helpless 
to speak to the Russian people ex­ 
cept through agencies set up here 
for that purpose. But the agenciea 
thus far set up are inadequate and 
cannot do the job that has to be 
done. The Department of State, for 
instance, • with 
bureaucratic 
zeal 
still insists on controlling the entire 
propaganda effort. Hence, the most 
important counter-move that could 
be made to prevent World War III 
fails even to get started on the 
comprehensive basis that It de­ 
serves. 
There is enough ingenuity In the 
world to persuade the peoples of 
the satellite countries not to tol­ 
erate tyrannical governments, but 
evidently there isn’t enough imagin­ 
ation and boldness in the American 
government to put that job at the 
top of the agenda today. Maybe 
another atom bomb will have to be 
exploded by Russia before there is 
a shakeup here of the complacency 
that prevails inside the government 
and before advantage will be taken 
of the many opportunities arising 
every day to reach the peoples of 
the satellite nations.

The Red Feather 


I was politely put off the air last 
Sunday night to make room for the 
Red Feather campaign which is, in 
each locality, our most intensified 
charity drive. As silence is golden 
and charity the greatest of all vir­ 
tues, I contributed silence to charity. 
But when the time came that usu­ 
ally finds me prophesying, like my 
ancestors, against the evils of our 
times, I turned on the radio to listen 
to exhortation, to pleas, to orations 
and sermons on the virtues of char­ 
ity. Instead there were bits by Bing 
Crosby, Dinah Shore, Schnozzola 
Durante and others — meritorious 
bits on their own but unassociated 
with the subject. Ray Milland did 
list some of the charities and it all 
ended with a short and hurried 
speech by President Truman to the 
effect that there were some things 
that the government could not do, 
whi*h was, for him, an enormous 
admission. 
Sometimes we ask ourselves why 
it is that Europeans and Asiatics do 
not understand us. Wc^ have spent 
billions of dollars trying to tell them 
about ourselves to little avail. But 
do we understand ourselves? 


Certainly, whoever arranged 
that Red Feather program does 
not understand the American 
people; he dr*** not grasp their 
seriousness, t h e i r generosity, 
their essential charity and good­ 
will. Here is a people that has 
established a vast number of 
hospitals, orphanages, homes for 
the aged, schools, colleges, uni­ 
versities, every type of social 
service out of the charity of 
private individuals, without gov­ 
ernment assistance or interven­ 
tion. 


And this radio program was the 
exact place to tell that story, cog­ 
ently and dramatically. But what 
does whoever arranged it do? He 
puts together a typical benefit with 
big stars doing what they know best 
how to do, but nary a word about 
what it means to a people to give 
charity—to run their own show as 
God gives them to see and do the 
right. 
For charity is of the same emo­ 
tional and spiritual fabric as liberty. 
Taxes are something altogether dif­ 
ferent. Taxes are enforced. They are 
taken from us. We are neither the 
judges of the amount nor of the 
time of giving. We are taxed for 
things that we believe in and things 
that we oppose. We are taxed for 
good management as we are taxed 
for waste and profligacy. 
Charity is voluntary and is of the 
heart. Look about your own city and 
see the wonderful Institutions that 
are the blossoms of a deep emotion, 
a memorial to a beloved father, a 
mark of love for a son shot down 
in war, an act of devotion by a 
handful of women, a cause nurtured 
with care and patience by a few de­ 
voted persons many of whom could 
hardly afford the money or time 
they gave to it. 


This is the spiritual expression 
of man in good works, in inspir­ 


ed service to his fellows. Few of 
America's magnificent chanties 
or even educational institutions 
started as big projects. Most of 
them are by-products of church 
work. Such universities as Har­ 
vard, Yale, Columbia. Princeton, 
to mention only examples, wera 
founded really as church schools. 
Most of our great hospitals and 
medical centers—certainly the 
older ones—were founded as ad­ 
juncts to churches. 


Yet, not one word was said of all 
ttiLs on this Red Feather program 
which used the time of the networks 
simultaneously. In fact, nothing of 
any significance was said. The Voice 
of America expressed itself in dog­ 
gerel and twaddle. We are silent 
about our virtues not because of 
modesty but because, taking every­ 
thing for granted, we do longer 
recognize our virtues. 
For we have virtues and we hare 
a civilization and we need to speak 
of It constantly and repetitively that 
our young people may never forget 
it. In the American civilization, 
charity is not only a moral obliga­ 
tion, but it is a witnessing that free 
men can perform services to man­ 
kind which in other civilizations re­ 
main a government promise but here 
are achievements on a grand scale. 


The Community Chest Is the 
joining together of men or dlf- 
fering faiths, of numerous varie­ 
ties of national and racial origin 
in to the unity of charity. It is 
proof that the American individ­ 
ual, while retaining his peculi­ 
arities, can, in freedom, unite 
with others for good purposes. 


We do not need to justify our 
speaking of this or our asking for 
charity by the sugar coating of 
comedy or trivial jazz. it should in 
this country speak for itself in the 
dignity which charity showers on 
the giver and accepter alike.

"The regulation of this board is 
for the purpose of preventing the 
sale of intoxicants after 12 midnight 
and the Board finds the allowance

prior to I a m. is a reasonable regu­ 
lation and intends to give it full 
force and effect.

An automobile is

safest places to escape contamina­ 
tio n after an atomic attack, said 
J. Walter Bver, president of the 
American Automobile Association. 
"Atomic bursts on or near the 
ground usually leave a limited area 
of heavy and often dangerous pollu­ 
tion near the explosion point," said 
the AAA official, who based his 
information on 
advice 
from 
the 
U. S. Civil Defense Administration. 
People in the contaminated area 
should take refuge inside a house 
or get into a car and roll up the 
windows, he said. It may be neces­ 
sary to stay undercover for as long 
as three or four hours. 
"Car owners are advised by Civil 
Defense authorities not to leave the 
family car parked on the street dur­ 
ing or after an atomic attack, be­ 
cause the way should be left clear 
for emergency vehicles," Byer said. 
“Keep the windows rolled up to 
prevent contamination of the in­ 
terior. Radioactivity will not in­ 
terfere with the operation of car 
fuel and ignition systems, nor will 
it otherwise impair the operation of 
| the car.” 
The club official said that bat­ 
tery operated car radios may pro­ 
vide a vital connecting link between 
'Civilians and emergency authorities 
during and after an attack. There- 
■ fore, motorists should leave their 
auto radios on, to receive instruc­ 
tions.

Cakes Often 
Perpetuate 
Past Events 


Our great grandmothers may not 
have had the privilege of voting, 
but Judging from the quaint titles 
of many old recipes found in our 
file®, they certainly were conversant 
with 
and 
interested 
in 
current 
events. 
During the Revolutionary and 
Civil Wars, the kindly homemakers 
served Muster Gingerbread to the 
war-weary soldiers as they were 
mustered out of the army. 
The 
mingling of the black and white 
batters of the Abraham Lincoln 
Marble Cake indicates that this 
recipe was developed to commemo­ 
rate the Emancipation Proclama­ 
tion. 
The Stevens Molasses Cake, 
originated about the same period, 
was named for Thaddeus Stevens, a 
noted American abolitionist. 
The 
President Harrison Cake was named 
for the ninth president of our coun­ 
try.

BLOOMINGTON, Ind.—One an­ 
swer to the kind of organized 
criminality that uses political in­ 
fluence to fasten itself on U. S. 
communities is to train the kind of 
top-grade police officers that won’t 
fumble the evidence and can’t be 
influenced, leading criminologists 
say. 
They see it—at least par­ 
tially—as a manpower problem. 
Tough robbers, tougher copa. 
Don L. Kooken, slight, dark­ 
haired, mild-mannered head of the 
Department of Police administra­ 
tion here at Indiana university Is 
one of the leaders in this national 
movement to get better law en­ 
forcement officers. A former mem­ 
ber of Chicago’s “Secret Six” (the 
boys who finally got Al Capone), 
Kooken is also an ex-infantry 
officers and holds a captaincy in 
the Indiana State police. 
Prof. Kooken fumes when any­ 
body tries to tell him that politics 
and bribery can win against his 
kind of law’ enforcement. Work­ 
ing daily in his criminological lab­ 
oratory, which looks like a Buck 
Rogers movie set with test tubes, 
microscopes, lie detectors, finger­ 
print apparatus and other para­ 
phernalia, he says his boys can do 
the job—if the public will support 
them.

KOOKEN’S “boys” are a pretty 
special group of young men. They 
include youngsters who come from 
all over the TJ. S. A. to earn regu­ 
lar university Arts and Science 
credit* 
studying 
in 
his 
police 
classes. 
More lately they included 60 
candidates for the Indiana State 
police force who spent eight w’eeks 
on the Indiana campus learning 
how to catch up with crooks in 
newfangled ways that included 
everything from judo to analysis 
of blood stains. 
Moreover, 
police 
ethics 
and 
proper treatment of the public are 
stressed under Kooken’s tutelage. 
“Officers must not only respect 
themselves, but they’ve got to earn 
the respect of the public,” he says. 
“If the police officer stays on the 
ball, he needn’t worry about poli­ 
tics. 
It’s good politics to be a 
good policeman!” 


He points out that higher edu­ 
cation of police officers is a rela­ 
tively new thing, much of it stem­ 
ming from work of August Voll- 
mer, famous California criminolo­ 
gist. 
Nowadays, leading college* 
like California, Northwestern, New 
York 
university, 
Harvard

Michigan are offering police work 
in their regular curricula. 
A new one is the Southern Po­ 
lice institute, opened this year at 
the University of Louisville under 
David McCandless, former safety 
director of Louisville. 
Backed by 
Carnegie and Rockefeller founda­ 
tions, the Louisville achool-for-cop- 
pers selects scholarship candidate* 
from police forces all over the 
south. They have to be experienced 
and must agree to instruct other 
officers after they have returned 
to their home forces.

Research teams of scientists to 
study 
peacetime 
disasters.

would try to learn how best to use 
official communiques, warnings, and 
advice. Whether present methods 
are effective in getting messages to 
the people, how pople react, what 
they understand and believe. 
Study of cancer patients, people 
facing serious operations, men in 
oangerous jobs. and communities 
threatened 
with 
epidemics. 
The 
purpose: Learning how they adjust 
to threats of danger or threats to 
life, their fears, their psychological 
needs and how they can be satis­ 
fied. 
Perhaps some “emotional inocula­ 
tion” of civil defense workers, so 
they wouldn’t break down at the 
sight of horrors after the bomb. 
Maybe 
movies, disaster 
exhibits, 
lifelike plaster dummies of casual­ 
ties could prepare them. But, he 
says, there are questions when this 
should be done 
during 
training, 
and whether it might be harmful. 
Psychiatric 
first-aid 
teams, 
or 
training civil defense workers to 
give it. Many people will be tem­ 
porarily emotionally shocked, anx­ 
ious, apathetic, or near breakdowns. 
This is a lesson from World War 
II, but bombings didn’t increase 
psychoses and mental illnesses much. 
Study feasibility of underground 
communication lines, invulnerable to 
A-bombs, so public address systems 
could carry announcements from 
a central message officer advising 
and reassuring survivors of what 
to do, where to go, or what may 
happen next. 
Morale, he warns, will be deter­ 
mined largely by the effectiveness 
cf civil defense and rescue and re­ 
lief measures. 
People can act more wisely the 
better they are informed in ad­ 
vance.

SAN DIEGO, Cal. — Picture a 
twin-jet flying boat capable of 
dive-bombing- with the accuracy of 
rn carrier-based land interceptor. 
Imagine it sailing through waves 
12 feet high, taking off from the 
ocean in 15 seconds, settling down 
to land in high rollers. 
More sensational, think of a fly­ 
ing boat capable of flying faster 
than 800 miles an hour! 
Such a vehicle is definitely in 
the cards. It is called the Skate. 
Models built by Consolidated Vul- 
tee engineers already are flying 
under radio control. 
First version, represented by the 
model shown above, may be a 
Navy night fighter. 
The Skate is much more than 
an ordinary flying boat. It has a 
ao-called “blended hull.” 
T h a t 
means, the hull blends Into the 
wings, and provides part of the 
total lift. It is a wing section in 
itself. 


TOO, THE HULL is relatively 
much longer than older-styie hulls. 
By means of a retractable step that 
can be drawn upward, the hull can 
be shortened and lengthened at the 
pilot's will. Shorter, it helps take 
off from choppy seas; longer, It 
affords better streamlining—hence 
greater speed, during flight. 
“Father” of the Skate is E. G. 
Stout, assistant to the company’s 
chief engineer. He considers that 
experiments to date demonstrate 
that ultimately the nation will 
have flying boats that will fly fast­ 
er than sound. 
Of greater immediate import­ 
ance, the blended hull means we 
can have fighting planes, and even 
bombers, that can be based upon 
the water . , , anywhere in the 


world. No land docks, no floating 
docks. 
Crews can service their 
own planes while floating. 
“Through the new' blended-hull 
design,” says Stout, “it is possible 
to have i d e a l i z e d aerodynamic 
forms that require no outside help 
in maintenance and flying. 
“By utilizing jet power plants, 
it has b e e n demonstrated that 
water-based aircraft can be de­ 
veloped into efficient and depend­ 
able transonic and supersonic air- 
I craft.”

EAKLY EFFO RTS to construct 
flying boats leaned heavily upon 
the naval architect 
They were 
literally boats with wings. They 
were capable of lifting loads, but 
j they were slow. 
Speed was the desperate need 
! during the last war. Designers met 
the challenge with air frames and 
engines of amazing performance. 
Y e t the results were cumbersome. 
Stout based his studies upon the 
hypothesis that there need be no 
difference between a land or water- 
based aircraft having the same 
aerodynamic mission. 
He developed what he calls the 
"dynamically similar model.” That 
means, flying models would behave 
exactly like their full-blown coun­ 
terparts. What the baby could do, 
the big plane would do. 
For the proposed jobs, he turned 


I to the XB-46 bomber for inspira- 
j tion. Refinements and development 
j of the hull have brought the Skate. 
It has been brought along as a 
j Navy project.

atomic bomb detected? 
No one in a position to know has 
offered any details but the possi- 


ods—perhaps used in combination. 
These are! 
1.Detection of earth shocks wtih 
instruments normally used to detect 
natural earthquakes. 
2. Detection of radioactivity from 
explosion particles perhaps carried 
bilbies lie in three different m eth-1 around the world in high areas of 


the stratosphere and recordable on 
Geiger counters as some of them 
settled earthward. 
3. Collection of radioactive parti­ 
cles by high-flying planes or bal­ 
loons sent aloft to ‘‘monitor’’ the 
atmosphere.

With the advances made in atomic

Distance would play an impeding 
role in detection by earthquake- 
recording techniques, but it can be 
presumed that seismographic sta­ 
tions in United Nations countries 
closest to Russia have been on the 
alert. 
Earth 
shock 
waves 
from

atomic blast can be detected at 
considerable distances, h o w e v e r . 
The shock from at least one of the 
American tests at Bikini was re­ 


corded by seismologists in C allfor-; 
nit. 
Also, within the past year or so, 
relatively small-sized seismographs,; 
described as capable of being c a r-1 
ried to some remote area, have been 
developed. It is not known whether 
these have been put to work as 
monitors. 
A sismographic “hint.” together! 
with evidence of radioactivity de-! 
tected by Geiger counters or by 
aerial monitors, would provide a 
conclusive case.

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Peiping Decrees Big Red China ^ 
Courts For “People’s Justice” 


By STANLEY RICH 
HONG KONG—(ZP}—'The Peiping 
government now has scrapped the 
six basic law codes of China which 
were largely modeled on legal pro­ 
cedure in the United States and 
Britain. 
Three Communist directives last 
month laid down a series of pro­ 
visional regulations reorganizing the 
function of “people’s" courts in Red 
China. 
In effect, the new regulations re­ 
serve justice for the “people." If the 
court decides you are not one of 
the people, you are not entitled to 
"justice.” 
An explanatory editorial in the 
^official Communist organ, Peiping 
People's 
Daily, 
pointed 
out 
the 
m “basic task” of Communist courts 
•‘■was not only to conduct hearings 
tu t to “carry out propaganda-edu- 
cation on laws .” The paper said that 


J was the main difference from all 
! “anti-popular” courts. 
It said the people’s courts would 
j “on no account" conduct hearings 
simply on the strength of com­ 
plaints, depositions and defense. The 
Red courts will adopt the judicial 
formula of “necessary on-the-spot 
hearings, roving hearings and hear­ 
ings participated in by the people.” 
In 
other 
words, 
Red 
China’s 
courts do not pretend to be impar­ 
tial. They are weighted in favor of 
Communist objectives “ for the peo­ 
ple.” 
The court does not wait for cases 
to come to it. Judicial teams will 
be sent out for on-the-spot investi­ 
gation in order to 
get at “ true 
facts.” 
The 
court 
itself 
can 
prefer 
charges. In fact it acts as judge, 
prosecutor and jury all in one to 
“educate the people to actively take 


part in the construction of the new 
society.” 
The new regulations state that 
the “ general task of the people’s 
prosecuting organs (is) supervising 
government agencies, public func­ 
tionaries. . . and citizens to see 
whether they strictly observe . . .

The regulations add: 
If the courts themselves do not 
i “assume responsibility of supervi­ 
sion,” then “the basic aims of con­ 
solidating the people’s democratic 
dictatorship will not be attained.”

CH ICAG O — (IN 8 )—Two Chicago 
specialists — one a world-famous 
psychiatrist — reported today they 
are on the trail of a simple chemical 
test for the early diagnosis of emo­ 


tional stress and mental illness 
The 
test—if 
it 
justifies 
early j 
hopes—would fill the long-felt need 
of 
psychiatrists 
for 
some 
quick, 
measurable index of just how tense 
and upset the anxious patient is. 
It might also fit another piece 
into the puzzle of psychosomatic j 
medicine, still virtually a scientific 
no-man’s land, by disclosing how 
emotional 
strain 
brings 
about I 
chemical changes in the body and 
precipitates disease. 
Dr. Roy R . Grinker, director of 
the new Institute for Psychosoma­ 
tic 
and 
Psychiatric 
Research 
at 


Chicago’s Michael Reese Hospital, 
has found that the output of hip- 
puric acid, a chemical produced by 
the liver, Increases sharply when a 
person is tense and drops when his 
fears are relieved. 
In a series of studies with Dr. 
Harold Persky, a biochemist at the 
institute, Dr. Grinker found that 
schizophrenics — persons who have 
withdrawn from the real world with 
its problems, conflicts and other! 
stimuli—have a low production of 
hlppuric acid. 
The doctors hope to establish a 
direct, quantitative relationship be-1 
tween the degree of stress and the 
hippuric acid level. 
W hat role, if any, the hippuric 
acid changes play in the onset of 
actual physical illness Is yet to be 


explored, nor Is It known how the 
emotions “ trigger’' the liver to in­ 
crease Its output. 
But scientists have known 
for 
many years that a parallel phe­ 
nomenon, a sharp increase in the 
hj'drochloric acid of the stomach 
that often produces ulcers, often 
was 
touched 
off 
by 
emotional 
stress. 
Research disclosed that emotional 
upset caused the hypothalamus, a 
section of the brain, to send volleys 
of extra impulses along the thick 
vagus nerves leading to the stom­ 
ach. Operations in which the vagus 
nerve was cut brought quick, if tem­ 
porary, relief from the ulcer.

BONN, Germany—(ZP)—The bald­ 


ing little man In the rumpled, suit 


looked out of place among all the 


generals, eclipsed by the glitter of 


I the uniforms of many nations. 


The scene was the autumn ma­ 
neuvers of Allied forces In Germany. 


Cameramen and reporters flocked 
round as the high brass with famous 


names watched the troops in the 
field.

The little Alan ducked the cam­ 
eras and had nothing to say to 
reporters. 


His name—Herr Blank—fitted the 
anonymity he sought. 
His job- 
virtual defense minister of Germany. 
Theodor Blank is the very oppo­ 
site of what most people—with the 
[.strutting men of the Kaiser and 
Hitler in mind—would imagine a 
German defense minister to be like. 


He prefers it that way. He is a 
trade union functionary and mem­ 
ber of the Bonn parliament. One 
reason Chancellor Konrad Adenauer 
gave him the job was his discretion 
and readiness to shun the limelight. 
Blank and his staff of two former 
generals and a collection of colonels 
and majors drew up the blueprint! 


for a Geitnan* defense force. They 
formed the German delegation to 
the Paris talks on creation of a 
European army. 


Unsure of the German voter’s sup-1 
port for rearmament, the Adenauer 
government moved cautionsly and 
unobtrusively In planning the event­ 
ual recruiting of German soldiers 
again. The premature creation of a 
defense ministry would have upset 
other 
nations, 
particularly 
the* 
French. 


Blank was given the title of “spe­ 
cial 
representative 
for 
questions 
arising out of the reinforcement of 
the Allied forces.” 


That is too much in anybody’s 
l a n g u a g e — especially German. 
Everybody In Bonn calls it simply, 
“ Blank’s office.” 
Blank is tipped as defense min-i 


ister when West Germany enters 
the European defense force and the 
ministry can be given its real name.
